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a Ken must lay about seventy-five 
ergs in a year to pay for her feed. 
This is the conclusion reached as a 
result of an experiment carried on 
by the Ste. Anne de la Pocatiere Ex- 
perimental Stationed, operated by the 
Department of Agriculture at Ottawa. 
The trial was made with twenty hens 
that laid well during the winter 
months. 

The flock was kept in a thoroughly 
modern manner with respect to hous- 
ing and other matters, and given feed 
which cost $2.53 per hen for the year. 


Frequency of Milking Cows 


Whether it is more profitable to 
milk cows twice or thres times a day 
would seem to depend on the quantity 
of milk the cows are capable of giv- 
ing, To determine the effect of the 
number of milkings on milk and but- 
ter fat production an experiment was 
carried on.for some time at the Ex- 
perimental Station at Ste. Anne de 
la Pocatiere, Quebec, operated by the 
Department of Agriculture at Ottawa. 

Two lots of three cows each, simi- 
lar with regard to condition and dairy 
capacity, receiving the same feeds 
and giving an average of. forty 
pounds of milk per day, were used in 
this test. The only difference between 
the two lots was the cews in one lot 
were milked twice a day, and in the 
other lot three times a day. 

It was found at the end of the test 
that those milked three times a day 
had given 14% more milk and 22% 
more butter fat. than those which 
were milked twice a day.—Issued by 
the Director of Publicity, Dom.

“How is the new Road Traffic Bill | 
to be administered, if and when it 
becomes an Act?” asks the Daily Ex- 
press Motoring Correspondent. 

“The question arises especially in | 
regard to the ‘dangerous driving’ | 
clause. With the speed limit for pri- 
vate cara abolished, it will become 
the duty of the police to tackle a dif- 
ficult. problem. . 

“They cannot cope with dangerous 
driving by setting traps. It will ap- 
parently be necessary for the police 
forces to be mounted, either in cars 
or on motor-cycles. 

“The average driver sees numer) 
ous cases of reckless driving, but he 
sees them because he {s himself on 
the move. How much dangeroud 
driving can be seen and checked by 
the ordinary constable on foot? 

“It wil probably be necessary, also, 
to have special courts for motoring 
offences. A ‘speed limit’ case occu- 
ples only a few minutes, whereas

The Syndicate 
bought from the seekers who had 
searched those new places £8,000,000 
worth of diamonds ,which were thus 
withdrawn from commerce. But, as 
even a multi-millionaire syndicate} 
could not indefinitely withstand such | 
enormors conversions, there was pass- 
ed in the Cape Town Parliament a 
law which gave the Government power 
to limit the exploitation of the dia- 
mond fields. In this way they hoped 
finally to have eliminated the danger 
of ruinous over-production. But there 
are skeptics who do not think that any 
human law is capable today of check- 
ing human cupidity excited by so many 
treasures within its grasp. Indeed, it 
is already being said that the field ex-| 
ploited in i926 is but a small part of } 
an immense extent of land where men 
need only stoop down to the earth to 
pick up millions! 

What we see is indeed a curious) 
spectacle-—the diamond industry en- 
gaged in a desperate struggle against 
the abundance which it has itself cre- 
ated by applying tremendous resources 
to the extraction of the precious crys-| 
tal.

#1 Mercurio (Santiago, Chile): A 
recent, telegram advises that a num- 
ber of films have been elaborately 
prepared in England for exhibition in 
Chile. The astonishing thing about 
this notice is that these pictures have 
been prepared not for material profit, 
or as @ commercial enterprise, but as 
a promotion of knowledge of a moral 
and intellectual sort. About 90 per 
cent. of the films exhibited in our 
theatres are produced in America and 
by Americans, constituting what is 
virtually an industrial raonopoly con- 
trolling our moving picture houses, 
and it is safe to say that of this great 
percentage no portion thereof is of- 
fered with the design of improving 
minds, or benefitting morals. Indeed 
so much has been presented in our 
theatres that is demoralizing, disor- 
ganizing and misinforming, that it is 
high time we began showing. to our 
youths pictures which actually com 
form to customs, conditions, cos- 
tumes and surroundings as they exist. 
We are being Yankee-ized with all 
sorts of exaggerations, inaccuracies 
and misrepresentations.

Rasputin and 
The Secret Police 


A Russian Convict’s Plan to 
Assassinate the Kaiser 
Books on Russia and the Revolu- 
tion have appeared in such bewildér- 


ing profusion during recent years 
that the average reader may feel in- 
elined to leave further publications on 
the shelf unopened. .Let it be said 
therefore at the outset that “The Red 
Archives,” edited by C, E. Vulliamy 
and translated by A. L. Hynes, with a 
scholarly introduction by Dr. C. T. 
Hagberg Wright, is in a class by if: 
self. 

This volume takes its name from a 
periodical publication, appearing at 
intervals of about two months, issued 
by the Soviet Government and con- 
taining a selection of hitherto secret 
papers from the State Archives, from 
the Napoleonic period down to the 
present day. The series is thus of 
historical importance, and the volume 
under review contains selections of 
documents relating to the Revolu- 
tion of interest to English readers. 
The tenor of the documents is suffi- 
elently unfavorable to the Bolsheviks 
to allay the suspicion that they might 
be.mere propagandist forgeries. 


Secret Police Reports 


First came the daily reports of the 
secret police on Rasputin’s move- 
ments. These have been quoted in 
several books on the evil monk, but 
have not previously been published in 
full. One or two extracts may be 
taken as typical: 

14 December.—At approximately 
o’clock at night Rasputin was seen 
coming out of the residence of Sve- 
china (wife of a colonel on the Gen- 
eral Staff) accompanied by Yacinin- 
skaia, a woman of twenty-one years 
of age and the wife of a burgess. 
They went by car in the direction of 
Novaia Dereynia to the Vila Rode 
Restaurant, where, however, they 
were not admitted owing to the late 
ness of the hour. Determined to get 
in, Rasputin started banging on the 
door and pulling at the bell, having 
previously tipped the policeman on 
duty ‘not to interfere with his roister- 
ing. Eventually they drove to Mass- 
where they 
| stayed till ten o’clock the next morn-

And this was the man who con 
trolled Russia's destinies!! 

Then there are the diaries of Cap- 
tain Rengarten antl General Boldy- 
rey. The former was in the navy, the 
latter on the Staff during the Revolu- 
tion. These are two very human 
documents, which, be it remembered, 
were not written for publication—a 
fact which greatly enhances their 
value. 


It’s Different With Money 


—The picture which emerges from 
these diaries is not-ane (as perhaps 
one might have expected) of mutiny 
and murder, but of pathetiy chaos, in 
which most of the officers\\seem re- 
signed (if not willing) to @lye the 
new system of “control” a trial and 
the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Councils 
were not so insubordinate as ineffici- 
ent. 

On one occasion when Boldyrev ad- 
dressed the troops, a man stepped out 
of the line and advanced the follow- 
ing thesis in connection with the 
question of saluting: “The salute is 
giyen to the épaulette worn by order 
of the Tsar, Father Tsar is no more. 
Let there be no more epaulettes, and 
so there will be no need for saluting.” 
—‘And do you also réfuse to ac- 
knowledge the money with the Tsar’s 
portrait?” I immediately flung at him. 
He was taken aback and murmured, 
"It’s different with tmoney.”—*But 
till it is withdrawn it remains in use, 
and that applies to saluting. When 
a new law is passed, abolishing the 
salute, then we shall do without it.” 
The argument had effect—the topic 
fraught with so much risk in those 
days passed without an outburst; the 
majority smiled good-humoredly. 

And again:— 


Some comrades among the riflemen 
of the 15th Caucasian Division’ sent 
up a petition to-night, asking for the 
transference of six hundred men for 
the relief of their friends situated in 
the rear. So it is not the rear which 
| is to supply the front, but vice-versa. 
The absurdity of this request is obvi- 
ous even to the comrades themselves, 
it is a request which might set the 
example for a whole exodus from the 
front. I stormed at the delegates and 
| chased them out, greatly to the alarm 
| of the President of the Army Commit- 
tea who spent a long time explaining 
'to the comrades . the unreasonable- 
ness of their demands.

Flying to Kill the Kaiser 


The correspondence of the Yousso- 
poff family at the time, of Rasputin’s 
murder and certain documents to the 
Allied expedition to Archangel make 
interesting reading, but undoubtedly 
the most remarkable are those deal- 
ing with the case of Jankel Sosna, a 
Jew who in 1908 had been condemn- 
ed to ten years’ penal servitude. 

In October, 1915, Sosna petitioned 
for his release from a Moscow prison 
on the ground that, if released, he 
would go to Germany and assassinate 
the Kaiser. : 

It seems incredible that such a pett- 
tion could have received serious at- 
tention from the authorities, yet it 
did. Councillor of State Mollor visit- 
ed the prisoner and wrote out a draft 
of his proposals. Briefly, the plan 
was to reach German Headquarters 
by aeroplane, assassinate the Kaiser 
with a “secret appliance,” 
away again! 

Amazing though this seems, the 
scheme was seriously considered, and 
Sosna was removed to Petrograd, 
where he was visited and examined 
as to further details by Vissarionov, 
member of the Council of the Minis- 
ter for Foreign Affairs, and by Belet- 
sky, Assistant Minister for Internal 
Affairs. 

The documents disclose not only 
the elaborate though puerile plan of 
the wretched convict, but also the 
amazing credulity of the Russian 
authorities. 

Sad to relate, the records do not 
disclose what the final decision was. 
Maybe: poor Sosna is still in prison,

Wrighting in the “Observer,”

277.35 had been spent up to the end 
of the year by the Dominion Govern® 
ment and five provinces for old age 
pensions, according to returns an- 
nounced this afternoon by H. H.

Calcutta.—With ropes’ as endle sole 
diving equipment, Minicoy islanders 
have brought to the surface 103 tons 
of tin, valued at over £20,000, from 
the steamship Rochst, which was 
wrecked and butted. by fire off the is- 
land recently, The islanders refuse 
to return the tin until they are given 
lawful salvage fees.
